A man in Phlladelphia wonld natarally sup-

pose, when he ls conversant with the faot that
most of tho mest which he ents comes from the
West, that the price of that article at;a plaoce as
far west a8 84 Louls wonld be considerably
cheaper than at Philadeiphla or New York,
Buoh, howover, 18 nol the case, Living here s
more exponsive than in any of the Hastern
cltes: and I T am to belleve what the butehers
say, and I bave no good renson to doubt them,
eatile are more gonres, Why thisshould be the
ongo ITam at o loss to know, although I have
had the matter explained to me. I am not,
however, satisfled with the expiannation,

It 18 & notorious fuel, and one whioh our com-
mon school books teach ns, that the couutry
surrounding this eity sbootids In everyihiug
that gsunlly tends to cheapen the food oom-
monly consumed by mankiod. Frolries
avound n all directions, which are covered
with the most luxuriant grass; it is only for
the farmer to turn his stock out, and reap the
harvest ol thelr multiplleity. With thess nd-
vantages al hund, It appears very singular that
ment should be sold comparatlvely dearer here
than & thousand miles further (rom whers It
18 ralsed; bul yet such is the taot. To those
who have pald frelght over the railroads from

ghls section toauy one of the Eastern oltles,
tils will sppear still more astonlsuing, because
it 18 ronsonubleé Lo supposs that cattie ralsed
within a bhundred miies of St Louis should ba
sold as clivup, or chenper, over & thousand
miles oll than they ure ab the very doors of
the produeer,

The prices of llving In this sty are, to the
eyes ol o wan from the Bust, the most exLravas
gant, I moy call it extortiooste, $A single room,
very modestly tarulshed, In slmost any part of
the town, will cost from twenty to fAfty dollars
per mounth; and to rea. a meal of Hmited proe
portions cosis, at the least estimale, fifty cents,
and everything cise in proporiion. Flour
ranges up nmong the teens, and wheat and all
other gralns feteh prices which, to the mind of
# man who hns merely looked ot the situation
of 8t, Louls on the map, and gained his lkuow-
locge of it from  the geographles, (& troly
nitonishing, It moy be & land of milk and
honey, and I bave no doubt but that 1t Is, Let
1his be ag it may, those who thirst for the lacteal
fluld will fnd that it must be patd for in good
roand Prlces.

This “state of the markets” is paculiar to St,
Louls, and the reason assigned 1s, that this city
belng one of the most important, and no doubt
the largest supply depot for the Missisaippl
Valley, is constunily druined of 118 breadstatls
and other provender, There 1s no acoumuln-
tion; everythiug 18 bought up as fast as it
comes into the market by the merchants dolng
business in the different oltles, nnd what is left
is sold to the home consumers at whatever
pricos the commission men chonss to asic.
Apother reason s, that the rallrond facllities
connecting the city with the back country are
inadequute to supply the fast demund) hence
the prices keep pretty much at a stand stlll,

Contrary to expeciations business at present

is dull, but notwithstanding this fact the oty
is filled with stravgers, Tobe burning of the
Lindell Hotel bas caused quite & vacuuin in the
first-class accommodalious for travellers, and
its loss isseverely felt by the business men of
8t, Louls, I have uunderstood thuat there is n
movement on foot to rebuild this house, or one
like it, which 18 llkely to be successful, It is
proposed 1o erect the new houseon Washington
avenne, somewbere In the nelghborhood of
Eleventih or Twelith street, The “Sonthern,”
although a smaller hotel than the “Lins
dell,” 1s dolpg the leading business, and s one
of the finestarrapged and Lont- managed houases,
with the exception of the table, In Luscountry,

Thousands of emigranis are Pmlug through
this country almost daliy, and I notice a nums-
ber of Pennsylvanians amoong them, They are
all accompanied by troops of children, and are
fitted out with the evident lntention of “‘seelk-
ing their fortunes" In the Western wildas,

be Congressional buffulo hunt, which has

been andvertised Lo come off at an early day, is
exciting considernble attentlon in this section,
The gentlemen will be accompanlied part of the

Governor, in 1709, and the title I8 now ssitled
forever by the judgment of the Supreme Court,
